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State of Religion at Zelionople, Penn. 


We have lately received a very encouraging letter from Zelionople, 
Penn. We offer to our readers, the following, as the substance of the 
Ietter.—Some time ago, a very spacious stone edifice was erected by 
our people, who placed themselves under the pastoral care of the Rev. 
C. G. Schweizer-Barth, of the Evangelical Lutheran church. The la- 
bors of our brother appear to be successful. Not only (says our cor- 
respondent) are the public ministrations of the Gospel well attended, 
but, the spirit of vital religion is. evincing itself daily more, among our 
members. On last Easter, a Sunday-school was commenced, which has 
contributed not a little, to the promotion of piety. The school consists 
of seventy thildren, who (though a number of them reside three or 
four miles fram the village,) attend regularly. They are under the care 
of ten teachers, four of whom are gentlemen, and the remainder are 
ladies. Mr. Muntz who takes a deep interest in the affairs of the 
church, is the superintendant of the school. 

We belicve the instructions are canfined to the German language, 
but no doubt, if any are desirous of enjoying religious instruction, who 
do not understand the German language, the language of our country 
will be used. The spirit 1 God has been pleased to send among 
our people, especially during late years, appears to convince many of

This language was used by the Persian Prince, Abbas Mirza, when he 
besieged the city of Schuschi. The Lord Jesus glorified himself as 
Bod, upon this occasion jn a most peculiar manner. In Schuschi, the 
Christian Missionaries had been laboring for Christ with considerable 
gitecess, and at this perigd resided there. The fort contained but one 
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regiment of Russian soldiers, and two thirds of the inhabitants were 
Tartars, and hostile to the Christians. 

The Crown Prince, Abbas Mirza, besieged this fort, with a force of | 
40,000 men, who kept up a constant fire and throwing of bombs. The 
Christian inhabitants, however, did not leave their churches, but con- 
‘tinued in them, day and night, supplicating the Lord for help and pre- 
servation. After a siege of seven weeks, the Persians resolved to tke 
the city by storm, and the day previous to the contemplated attack. it 
was ordered that some one should call during the day, to the Christians 
in the city, “If Jesus is God, then he may help you.” Much alarmed, 
all the Christians joined most earnestly in calling upon their Lord and 
God, and then calmly awaited an attack. But lo! the morning dawn- 
ed, and not a Persian was to be seen. | Abbas Mirza obtained informa- 
tion, that the Russians had defeated two corps of his army. With the 
hope of rescuing them, from the power of the Russians, he suddenly 
withdrew his forces from Schuschi, and thus proved, that Jesus is 
God, and will help them, who trust in him.

Was Luther an absolute Predestinarian : ? 


Rev. Sin—To conclude the essays on the * 2 Was Luther an ab- 
solute predestinarian, I here transmit you extracts from two of his own 
letters, written on this subject. Luther always displayed great mode- 
ration, when speaking of the secret counsels of God, and never attempt- 
ed to explain them with any thing like systematic precisien. The first 
letter, according to Allen’s Church History, 2d vol. p. 328. was written 


to a clergyman, who applied to him for advice in this e in which 
he wrote thus: | 


„Many have perished in the indulgence of such curious inquiries, 
it is a temptation which, leads even to blasphemy. I, myself, by giving 
way to it, have more than once been reduced to the last extremity.— 
We poor mortals, by faith can scarcely comprehend a few rays of the 
Divine promise, or receive in practice a few sparks of the Divine pre- 
cepts ; and yet, feeble and impure as we are, we rashly attempt to fa 
thom the majesty of God in all its brightness. Do we not know that 
his ways are past finding out? Instead of using well the mild-light of 
the promises, which is adapted to our faculties, we rush with eyes of 
moles, to view at once the majestic splendour of the Deity. What 
wonder then if his glory should overwhelm us m tho attempt te Me 
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vestigate it! We ought to know that there is such a thing as the se: 


eret will of God; but the danger is when we attempt to comprehend 


it. Iam wont to check myself with that answer of Christ to Peter, 
who had asked what was to become of John ;—‘ What is that to thee? 
follow thou me.’ But suppose we could give an accurate account of 
the judgments of Almighty God in his secret determinations, what ad- 
vantage would accrue to us from such knowledge, beyond what lies 
open to us from the promises and precepts—from the former address. 
ed to our faith—from the latter to our practiec? Tell your friend, if 
be would have peace of mind, to abstain from such intricate specula- 
tions. The subject is incomprehensible, and the study of it may drive 


him to despair and blasphemy. Let him not give way to Satan, who 


would weary him out, by presenting impossibilities to his mind. Let 


him exercise faith in the promises, and obey the commandments: and 


when he has discharged those duties well, he will be able to judge 
whether he will have any time left for impossibilities. There is no oth- 
er remedy than to neglect, and not give away to such thoughts; though 
this is a difficult task, because Satan suggests the absolute necessity 
of attending to them. This battle, however, must be fought; and ma- 


ny persons fail in the contest, by not suspecting their thoughts to be 
the temptations of Satan whereas, these are the very fiery darts of 


that wicked one. He himself fell from heaven by aiming at a knowledge 
above his station. Thus also he vanquished Adam, by teaching him to 
be dissatisfied with his ignorance concerning the will of God. Flight 
is the true wisdom here ; there is no room for Christ to dwell in the 
heart, as long as reasonings of this kind are uppermost.“ )

% Almighty God has decreed from eternity, to save all men, and d bring 
them to the enjoyment of everlasting happiness, as he saith, (Ezekiel 
XVili. 25.) Have I any pleasure at all that the wicked should die, saith 
the Lord.’

The righteousness of God, which is by faith, comes unto all by Christ 


Jesus, and upon al! then that believe ; fer there is no difference; for 
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all nave’ sine Take notice of these * in omnes and super omnes, 
whether you are not here included, and one of them who stand under 
the banner of sinners ; as no doubt you feel in your own conscience, ex- 
‘cept you would give way to those wicked thoughts (of absolute de- 
erees) and reject the word of God. For this reason you have the more 
cause to watch and bray ; and should the Lord defer to appear to your 
comfort, yet you may be certain he will come in due season. There- 
fore, lay aside all your doubts and fears, and disregard their fountain 
he ad, which is the Devil and his companions; and whenever such wick- 
ed thoughts enter your mind, be assured that they are of the evil Spi- 
rit, and are the Devil himself; and dont impute them unto yourself, but 
unto the seducer, and pray the Lord for help and assistance against 
them. Thus comfort yourself by the word of God, which is eternal 
truth, and all such bad thoughts will disappear. Venite, come, come, 
come! where will your unnecessary thoughts hurry you? You will not 
save your soul by such dreams. Come unto me all ye that labor,’ 
Matthew xi. 28. Christ does not only say come, but come all, none ex- 
cepted, be he whoever he will. You then should also hasten to him, 
and not stay wilfully with the last crowd, and neglect your salvation. 
It is only by the word of God we can comfort our heart and conscience 
and resist these thoughts. For this word teaches us, that God has 
created, designed and chosen us to. salvation and not to damnation, as 
Paul informs us, Ephesians, i. 4. Yea we must not commence to argue 
on the subject of predestination from the law or reason, but from the 
grace of God and the Gospel, proclaimed to all men. 

All expressions of scripture concerning predestination must be 
judged of according to the word of grace and of the mercy of God; 

and where this is the case, there will be no room left to torment your- 
self by such thoughts, we have sure means, that is the word of God, 
which disperses all these cares about predestination. But whosoever 

_ rejects the word of God, and will not receive its councils, will be lost 

do all eternity. Scripture informs us, if you will receive the gospel 
and word of God, and apply its promises to thy own case, steadfastly 
unto the end, you shall be saved, if not, you will be damned.” 

Thus it was Luther’s opinion, that the. general promises of a graci- 
ous God should by no means be limited; nor those suggestions of Sa- 
tan about predestination be indulged, which would separate us from 
the Divine mercy, which is represented in scripture as infinite. I. K.

we pass on to Letter IV., which gives us a specimen of the unity 
exhibited at Rome; examines the well known distinction between in. 
fallibility i in doctrine and infallibility: i in conduct, with the consequen- 
ces of this distinction ; and shews that the alleged unity and invaria- 
- bleness of the church of Rome i is a delusion. The author then presents 
us with his own views of what constitutes the unity-of the church of 
Christ, and in so doing gives us both a rational and scriptural account 
of the matter, We quote the passsage the rather as it is a more fu- 
vorable specimen of the pious feelings of the writer’s mind, than is ap- 
parent in mere controversial arguments. We may just add, with regard 
to his style, that, for a foreigner, he appears to be a very conside. 
rable master of our difficult language, though there is an occasional

that Spirit are mare or less visible in the Christian virtues, which ne - 
ver yet failed to spring up in these particular churches, though mixed 
— the tares, and other evils, which are not separable from ‘thc 
kingdom of Heaven,’ in this world. But there is a structure of sanctity 
in perpetual progress, towards the completion of which the Christian 
churches on earth, are only made to contribute as different quarries do 
towards the rising of some glorious building. The churches on earth 
„in various proportions, of the attributes of the great church 
of Christ, ‘which is his body, the fulness of him that filleth all in 
all. But the church to which the great privileges and graces belong, 
has charagteristic marks which cannot be claimed by any one of the 
churches on earth; for it is that church ‘which Christ loved, and gave 
himself for it; that he might sanctify ; and cleanse it with the washing 
of water by the word, that he might present it to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot or wrinkle or any such thing ; but that it 
should be holy and without blemish.’ To become members of that 
church we should indeed endeavour to keep the unity of the spirit in 
the bond of peace: hut such. unity is proposed as the effect of endea- 
vour, and copsequently of choice and judgment, not of blind submis- 
sion to a silencing authority, which is the Roman bopd of union. The 
true unity of Christians must arise from the ‘one hope of our calling’ 
There is indeed for us ohe Lord, one faith, one baptism ;? but that 
faith is a faith of frust, a teovfidence which hath great recompence of 
reward,“ not an implicit belief in the assumed infallibility of men, 
who make a monopoly of the written word of God, prescribe the 
gense in which it must he understood, and with a refined tyranny, 
which tramplcs equally Upon Christian liberty and the natural rights 
of the human mind, insult | even silent dissent, and threaten bodily pun- 
jshment to such as, in silence and privacy, may have indulged the freedom 
pf their inds. “Yet such is the saving faith of the council of Trent!

Prederick.- town Herald, 3 paper not apt to present to its readers * 
idle reports. We extract from it the following, viz: 

“The Duel, mentioned in our last, to have taken place between 
Messrs. Tyson and M’Mahon, turns out to have been a bloodless affair, 
The Baltimore papers are entirely silent in relation to the matter. The 
prevailing rumour is, that they exchanged two shots, and that Tyson’s 
second shot struck the pistol of M’Mahon, and that while they were 
loading for a third-round, the civil officers made their appearance, 
when the parties seampered off as fast as they could go. 

Another affair of honour took place a few days previous, in Berks 
county, Penn. which terminated much more seriously. The eircum- 
stance is thus briefly noticed in the Schuylkill Journal: © 
Some time this week, two coloured persons at a public hoase near 
Joanna Furnace had a dispute whilst playing at cards. They (as we 
have been informed) agreed upon butting, (or fighting lead to ‘head,) 
When one was unfortunately ‘killed. eurviver was 12 — 
county jail.” * 

We have most carefully avoided naticing any 1 — to the 
commotions excited by the political parties of the day, as it would be 
_inconsistent with the principles, upon which the Intelligencer has been 
established, as well as repugnant to our own feelings. But, when any 
thing grows out of a political contest, which has 4 natural tendency to 
subvert our liberties—to impede tho progress of vital retigion, i to 
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- hring upon our beloved country, the wrath and indignation of Ompipo- 
tence, we dare not be silent, as. we * many Salter of political 
papers. are. 

How long shall the Choiatign| community be imposed upon, in being 
required to submit to, and support, Luw-makers, who have no regard 
for the laws of him who is the King of Kings? How long will true 
patriots, and disciples of Jesus, entrust the liberties of the United 
States to men, who can, deliberately and in the face of the world, at- 
tempt to murder each other? Both Tyson and M’Mahon were at the 
late election in Maryland, candidates for the Legislature, and M’Ma- 
hon was elected. He is said to be a man of talents, as well as his op- 
ponent. But, nothing should induce—nothing can justify a Christian 
to vote for any man, who has been engaged in duelling, unless he gives 
incontrovertible evidence of having sincerely repented,. and magnani- 
mously declares the fact of being repentant, to his fellow. citizens. 

We know it is said by the friends of the Administration, and by 
the Opposition, e must waive these considerations, for the interest 
of the party to which we belong.” But, are not all our citizens, of 
whatever political party, devoted to their country? We for ourselves 
assert, that we would rather vote for men who differ from us upon 
certain political measures, if they be true disciples of Jesus, and have 
the qualifications requisite for the office, than for such who are duel- 
lists, though coinciding with us in political views, for then we could 
anticipate the blessing of God. We say then, that upon mature reflec- 
tion, no true patriot and red Moen eg or ever will vote for a duellist.

The minutes of the East Pennsylvania Synod, were politely” ‘loaned 
to us, by a member of the Maryland Classis of the German Reformed 
church, whose Synod | had received twenty-five copies. 

The Editor begs. leave to offer, 10 his readers, the following summary 
and remarks, 

The Synod met on the 10th of June at ‘Easton, Penn. and continued 
ats sessions, until the. following Wednesday evening. On Sunday dis- 
courses, were delivered from Luke vii, 16, Luke x. 23, 24. 1 Cor. xv. 
58. Luke xi. 28, and on the following evenings from 1 Peter, i. 15, 
_ Proverbs iv. 26. There were present 40 clerical and 24 lay-members— 
16 clerical members with their respective lay-delegutes were absent. 


Phe Bev. E. Keller from fhe of Maryland and Virginia; Rev. 
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J. Herbst „ Keller from the ‘Synod of West Pennsylvania; and 
Rev. Pomp and Hoffenditz, of the German Reformed Synod, were ad- 


mitted as delegates from their respective ‘Synods. 
The Rey, A. Muhlenberg was elected President ; Rev. P. 
Secretary ; and Rev. C. Ernst, ‘Treasurer, 

Much business relative to individual churches, and Ministers was 
transacted, which can interest those only, to whom it has reference.— 
We cannot discover after a perusal of the minutes any data, which. 
would enable us to give a correct view of the state of religion within 
the jurisdiction of this Synod. According to the parochial reports, the 
external condition at least of the churches in East Pennsylvania is gra- 
tifying. 37 Ministers only, made reports, and these added together,

Agreeably to the report of the committee on the state of the funds 
of this Synod, $1084 28, were received during the past year, including 
a balance of the former year. Of this sum were expended for Mis- 
sionaries, and destitute widows of deceased Ministers, 8413 69.— 
3183 68, were paid into the treasury at the close of the session, by 
twenty-four Ministers. ‘Whether any Missionaries have been appointed, 
is not stated. To every destitute widow of a deceased Minister who 
vas a member of this Synod, a donation of ten dollars was granted, 
for the ensuing year. |

"Whoever may be the author of this resolution, he was certainly un- 
der the influence of a mistake, which our brethren. did not at the mo- 
ment observe. We will not ascribe the production to any thing, but an 
erroneous construction, which the best of men may sometimes give, when 
a subject) is not viewed in all its parts. It is our duty, to put the 
matter clearly before our readers. : 

When the Lutheran church was first planted in this country, there 
was but one Synod, which was entitled, “The Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of Pennsylvania and the adjacent States.” Gradually, as ont 
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readers have long since observed, the number of churches and Minis- 
ters increased. Many churches were organized in New York, North 
Carolina, Maryland, Virginia and other states. The business of the 
Synod increased, to such a degree, that it could not be transacted with 
due deliberation, and besides, the distance to travel, in ordet᷑ to attend 
dhe annual Synodical meetings, was for many too great and expensive. 
Hence different Synods were formed, with the approbation of the old 
Synod. The necessity of concentrating these Synods, was so obvious, 
that a plan for the organization of the General Synod to be composed 
delegates from each Synod, was proposed, and adopted by the Penn- 
vania, New York, North Carolina, and Maryland & Virginia Synods. 
By this institution, a uniformity of books, friendly intercourse, and 
free communications, between the different sections of our chufch, are 
produced. The old Synod however withdrew from the connexion, a9 
a majority of their churches | were opposed to the General ‘Synod. 
Still the General Synod was preserved, and the peculiar blessings of 
God, have rested upon it, as our readers well know. Our mach la: 
mented and deceased brother Dr. Endress, though among the first mem- 
bers of the East Pennsylvania Synod remained until his death ‘the firm 
friend of the Institution, being convinced of its utility. The late Dr. 
Lochman, also among the most eminent of that Synod}‘saw the pro- 
priety of supporting the General Synod. Had these brethren been at 
the last meeting of tlie East Pennsylvania Synod, we feel wweered * re. 
solution we notice would not have passed. 


But to the point. A German Hymnbook for the bre of Lutherans 
and Reformed is in existence, Each church has its own in addition. 
The German Reformed church has but one Synod, which is a Genera! 
Synod. The Lutheran church in the United States, is under the gov 

_ ernment of different particular Synods. One of these proposed to the 
General Synod of the Réformed church, which met in Frederick, Md. 
the publication of a new German Hymnbook for the use of Lutherans 
and Reformed. At this Synod, the Editor and several members of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Maryland & Virginia were present. Con- 
sulting with them, it was resolved, that he should pray the German Re- 
formed Synod to delay a decision, until the General Synod of our church 
could express itself upon a of to 
the church. ; 

For, if an individual Synod should unite with the General ead of 
the Reformed church, to isse à new book, then every church of the 
Reformed Synod in the United States would naturally receive it, aad 
155 our people, who hold a number of churches in common with them. 
in States over w hich the Rast Synod no controuh 
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would nevertheless be compelled to receive books, not required or aue 
thorized by the Synod, to which they are attached. Other Synods 
might also propose new books, which would not only prevent a uniform. 
ity among our people in their church service, but impose a heavy tax 
upon them and produce endless confusion.” This was stated to the Ger- 
man Reformed Synod, and so satisfactory was it to the ‘members, that 
they unanimously resolved to defer a decision upon the subject. And 
who can for a moment refuse his approbation of the act of the German 
Reformed Synod, for not consenting to become instrumental in resist- 
ing a measure, which not only many of our own best men in the Uni- 
teil States and Europe, but of all denominations, declare as indispen- 
sably necessary for the promotion of the cause of Christ, in the Evan. 
gelical Lutheran church in the United States. 
As to tlie second part of the resolution, we shall make no comments. 
Before it appeated in the minutes, we presume, the East Pennsyl- 
vania Synod was known to be an independent: body, which had with⸗ 
drawn from the General Synod, after it had contributed the most valu- 
able aid in organizing it. We feel much attached to the old Synod, 
for we were ourselves authorized by it, to labor in the vineyard of the 
Lord, and a number of very dear brethren, and relatives are still among 
its members. But, the increase of Synods, has very materially chang- 
ed the former state of things, and placed at the head of several Synods 
organized of late years, the oldest members (of the first Synod) 
through whom, the business of our church in the United States was 
transacted; before (with a few exceptions we believe) any of the pre- 
sent members of the East Pennsylvamia Synod, were in the ministry, 
and hence, whilst no particular Sytiod Will attempt to interfere with the 
business of another, none is disposed to grant to any one, peculiar 
prerogatives. |
